LLOYD GEORGE CALLS 


DECLARES PARTY 
REPRESENT REAL WORK- 
INGMEN OF ENGLAND,

LONDON, Dec. 14.—Premier 


Lloyd George wound up his speech 
making campaign last night at Cam- 
berwell by attacking the name 
“Labor party” because it did not rep- 
regent all the labor of the United 
Kingdom. The party represented 
only a small part of labor whose 
votes, he declared, would largely be 
cast for. the government. 

The Labor party, the Premier con- 
inu was not being run by real. 
laborinf® men, but by pacifists 
pure and simple Bolsheviks. It 
would not be safe to trust the des- 
tinieg of a great empire to the Labor 
party until it was able to overthrow 
this clique. 

The Premier's challenge to the 
Labor party was taken up by the 
laborites. John R. Clynes, former 
Food Minister, speaking at Notting~ 
ham, declared that the Lab@& party 
was the same party which had de- 
cided two years ago to support Mr. 
Lioyd George. The only difference 
was that it was larger. 

He admitted that it was true in 
some cases that some members of 
the party took extreme views, which, 
however, he did not share. The ex- 
tremisete, he said, had only local in- 
fluence. 

Former Premier Asquith addressed 
eight meetings in East Fife and was 
heckled at all of them. He was given 
votes of confidence, however, at all 
places except at Lady-Bank, where 
the votes were equal. 

Arthur Henderson, the Labor lead- 
er, declared tn an interview, that 
nobody knew better than Premier 
Lloyd George, that the Labor party, 
in conjunction with the Trades Union 
Congress, was the only party repre- 
senting organized workers.

PUBLISHERS FAVOR 
ADVANCE PAYMENTS. 


CONTINUANCE. OF WAR - TIME 
POLICY URGED UPON STATE 
PRESS ASSOCIATION.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 14.— 
Problems of newspaper financing 
were discussed by the California 
Press Association today at the clos- 
ing session of its two-day conven- 
tion. Tonight the visiting newspaper 
men were guests at a reception given 
In their honor by the News r 
Men’s Club of San Francisco. 

Permanent benefit to newspapers 
was seen by A. W. Mason of the 
Bakersfield Echo in the war-time 
policy of forcing subscribers to pay 
in advance for their newspapers, 
and he urged that this practice be 
retained after peace. “I ask definite 
action for permanency of paid-in- 
advance subscriptions,” he said, urg- 
ing the convention to go oh record 
in half of that step. “A man who 
wants a paper will always ‘come 
back.’ It is good business.” 

J. Elmer Mobley of the Santa 
Rosa Republican also urged in favor 
of this step. The convention adopted 
a resolution calling upon members 
to continue the war-time policy. 

Officers were re-elected for 1919. 
Friend W. Richardson, State Treas- 
urer and president of the association, 
indicated that a meeting might be 
called some time next spring when 
legislative matters might be dis- 
‘cussed. 

Other discussions centered around 
the publication of delinquent tax 
lists, sOme members expressing the 
sentiment that rates allowed for such 
publications were inadequate; publi- 
cation of the expenditures of the 
school boards, which was favored, 
and advertising received from the 
United States Railway Administra- 
tion. L. A. Smith of the Marysville 
Appeal had an important part in the 
last-mentioned discussion. 

Raiph P. Merritt, Food Adminis- 
trator for California, told the news- 
paper men their co-operation “had 
made possible conservation,” which 
three times in the past year had pre- 
verited the “war from coing to smash 
for the United States.”’

American transport Leviathan, for- 
merly the Hamburg-American liner 
Vateriand, the largest vessel afloat, 
is due here tomorrow with between 
8000 and $000 officers and men of 
the American overseas forces. A 
wireless message was received here 
tonight from the steamship. 
y This will mark the first arrival in 
this harbor of the great ship since 
t®&® armistice was signed, although 
during the period of America's par- 
ticipation in the war, she ferried 
acroes the Atlantic approximately 
100,009 fiehting men, together with 
vast quantities of war supplies.

RIVERSIDE, Dec. 11.—Los

ANTHRACITE RAILROAD 


HAULING ALASKA COAL

CORDOVA (Alaska) Nov. 24.— 
The Aluska Anthracite Railroad, the 
first line to furnish coal transporta- 
tion from the Bering River coal 
fields, has been completed and is 
in operation—for a distance of 
twenty-two miler.

A Visit to the Charlotte Cush- 
man Club for Actresses.

PHILADELPHIA (Pa.) Dec. 10.— 
The idea of a chorus girl bending 
over a washtub is as incongruous to 
the average nontheatrical person as 
the idea of a washwoman eloping 
with the son of a millionaire. 
Those who view the,theatrical pro- 
fession only across the footlights and 
study it only through the newspa- 
pers know very well that the ladies 
of the chorus spend their leisure 
drinking champagne and inducing

Singularly disillusioning to such a 
person would be a visit to the Char- 
lotte Cushman Club for actresses in 
Philadelphia. This unique club has 
been doing a capacity business for 
twelve years, but it seems to have 
attracted little attention outside of 
the theatrical profession. It was 
founded by a wealthy Quakeress, 
who had enough insight to perceive 
that a woman on the stage is still 
a woman, and therefore appreciates 
a quiet home and a chance to mend 
her stockings and get a little laundry 
done——or even do it herself. 

The Charlotte Cushman Club is 
just such a place, and one of the 
most popular parts of it is the laun- 
dry, where the hard-working and 
poorly-paid chorus girl ig allowed to 
wash her own clothes. 

This club is a home for women of 
the theatrical profession. It is not 
a refuge for retired or old actresses, 
but a home for those actively en- 
gaged on the stage, whether they are 
on four, rehearsing or waiting for 
an engagement. It was founded in 
the belief that the average actress 
je an industrious, hard-working 
women who wants and appreciates 
homelike surroundings. 

The present crowded housing cén- 
dition in Philadelphia has made the 
greed for this club more keenly felt 
than ever before. It is turning peo- 
ple away every week. The club has 
an excellent central location, being 
convenient to the theater and shop- 
ping districts, and at the same time 
it is in a comparatively quiet neigh- 
borhood. Any girl playing in Phila- 
delphia, whether for one week or 
ten, no matter how smal! or large 
her part, may be assured of a com- 
fortable room and good meals at a 
moderate price. Prices have been 
raised a little in the last vear, but 
even #0 one may have a single room 
and three meals a day for $12 a 
week. 

Actresses are not well paid. Their 
salaries sound large, but long unpaid 
rehearsals, short seasons, traveling 
and costumes soon cut down the 
largest salaries. It ‘s a rare thing 
to find an actress who has been able 
to save enough in the winter to pro- 
vide for the summer months and 
the rest which is so necessary. 

Meals at the Charlotte Cushman

Charlotte Cushman. The girls may 
use the tea service at any time for 
the cost of what-they actually use. 
There are also a Victrola and a smal) 
library. The bedrooms are neatly 
furnished, and many of them are 
named after the persons who gave 
the furniture. Familiar names are 
found on the doorplates, such as 
Julla Marlowe, Viola Allen, Annie 
Russell, Mary Anderson and Jenny 
Linde, 

One of the most popular rooms is 
the one known as the sewing-room. 
Its populerity is not so much due 
to the fact that chorus girls love to 
sew, as it is to the fact that this 
room ig equipped with facilities for 
light laundry work. Laundry is al- 
ways one of the big problems for 
theatrica] women, particularly when 
making a tour of one or two-night 
stands. The use of the laundry tub 
used to be free. Its fame spread 
from company to company so fast 
that girls would save up laundry for 
weeks, and, when they arrived at the 
club, make a bee line for the sew- 
ing-room and spend their mornings 
bent over the tub. One day a girl 
arrived with a whole trunk ful! of 
ballet tights and ruffies to be laun- 
dered. The house secretary decided 
that this was too much of a good 
thing, and from that day on it has 
been a rule that a small fee is 
charzed for the use of the tub by 
the hour, 

The purpose of this club is to be 
a home without restrictions. The 
girls do not have to be in at any 
certain hours. They may entertain 
friends in the parlor as long as they 
do not disturb others. 

The club is not entirely self-sup- 
porting. At least two-thirds of the 
yearly expenses are met by the re- 
turns from the house. The bajance 
is subscribed by associate members 
and contributors. The membership 
is limited to those in the profession, 
although anyone may contribute. 
The yearly fee for both resident and 
nonresident members is $1. Every 
year a wbenefit is given by promi- 
nent members of the theatrical pro- 
fession for the club. It is the be- 
lief of the Executive Committee that 
the club could be made self-support- 
ing if the building could be enlarged, 
and with this In view a smal] build- 
ing -fund has been started. 

One has only to glance over the 
guest book to realize how enthusias- 
tic women of the dramatic | 
sion are about this club. The column 
for remarks bears repeated evidence 


such as the following: 

“I am looking forward to a return 
enzagement here.” 

“This is the only place I have ever 
found where I could study in peace.” 

“There is only one thing to be de- 
sired—a Charlotte Cushman Club in 
every city. It would be the best 
thing that ever happened to the 
women of the stage.”

FORECASTS SEAPLANES 
ON ALL MAIL LINERS. 


BE USED TO HANDIE 
POSTAL MATTERS WHEN 
NEARING COASTS. 


fA P. CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—‘“Within a 
very reasonable period we shall find 
all principal mail liners fitted with 
seaplanes,” asserts D,. H. Bernard, 
editor of the Merchant Service Re- 
view. “Considerable time will be 
saved in the transit of mails. <A 
liner leaving New York with urgent 
and important letters will be able 
to discharge them by seaplane 300 
to 400 miles west of the Irish coast; 
within a few hours they can be de- 
livered in London thus effecting a 

saving of twenty-four hours. 

“The same procedure can be car- 
ried out by a vessel bound to New 
York—-weather, of course, being an 
important factor—for in fine and 
settled weather a sea- 
Plane could travel at enormous 
speed over a censidarebio distance. 
It ig quite within the bounds of pos- 
sibility that letters posted in London 
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ean be delivered in New York with- 
in four days.” 

Mr. Bernard thinks the service 
will at first be subsidized by the 
governments of the two countries, 
Similarly, he says, letters could 
be expedited from South America 
to the European continent by sea- 
Planes leaving the liners 300 miles 
off Lisbon or Gibraltar.

Their Interest in Domestic 
- Life not Lessened. 

Said to be Better Housekeep- 
ers than Stay-at-Homes. 


Methodical Habits Acquired 
are Helpful: 


{From the Oklahoman.) 

No one loves & home better than 
the business woman or the working 
girl. If you were to make a survey 
of any city, you would be astonished 


to discover how many women, work- 


ing for a living, are maintaining 
homes of their own, efther individ- 
ually or in groups. Not less sur- 
prising than the number of working 
women homekeepers is the reputa- 
tion they enjoy for being good house- 
keepers. 

One woman who rents furnished 
houses and apartments to twenty- 
three tenants, and whose renting ex- 
perience extends over a period of 
years, hag reached these two very 
interesting conclusions: 

First, working women, that is, 
women who are employed in stores 
and offices eight to nine hours a 
day, are better housekeepers than 
most married women who have noth- 
ing else to do.

moniously. 

“It is a very interesting sociolog- 
foal study, contrasting the working 
woman housekeeper with her mar- 
ried sigter,” declares this woman,

Every woman who has a soul in 
her longs for a place she can call 
home. Every woman with a soul 
can see poetry and beauty in very 
simple and common things.

ways as well as great. It is this fac- 
ulty that enables a woman, after a 
long and sometimes exhausting day 
in stére or office, to create a little 
beauty, a little home atmosphere for 
herself and others.

Because she has acquired habits 


lof methodical industry. She knows 


how to make good use of an hour, 
how to turn off work and dispatch 
business. Did you ever notice that 
working women es a class are much 
better groomed than home women, 
though they have so much less time 
to keep their clothes, their hair or 
their hands in order? That is be- 
cause they know how to make use 
of every moment, It is the woman 
who has never learned how to deliv- 
er the goods that feels overbur- 
dened if she has five or six rooms 
to keep, her husband's meals to pre- 
pare and herself to keep in trim.

BOLSHEVISM 
IN PRACTICE, 


\How its Principles Have 
Worked Out in Russia. 


Practically Identical with the 
Purposes of the 1L.W.W. 


Everett 
Criminals Dominate and 
Cause Reign of Terror. 


Of the vital details of the Bolshe- 
vik industrial regime in Russia the 
world has hitherto received little or 
no information. Copious accounts 
have been published of the political 
aspects of Bolshevik domination 
and its excesses, But the Bolsheviki 
disclaim being an ordinary political 
governmental movement They have 
declared that they embody some- 
thing entirely new in the science of 
government. They call their plan the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, and 
their government an industrial one 
in which committees of workingmen 
directly run all factories, railroads, 
street railways, banks and other en- 
terprises. 

This, at least, is their theoretical 
| Programme. They and their follow- 
fers are trying to introduce it in other 
countries, 

How has the experiment worked 
out in Russia? Just what the actual 
results have been is contained in a 
comprehensive article which will ap- 
pear inthe forthcoming issue of the 
National Civic Federation Review. 
The article is based upon person- 
ally-gathered first-hand testimony 
of careful observers who have come 
from Russia, and who had good op- 
portunities to study conditions there. 
These observers comprise men of all 
shades of political belief, including 
men who managed big industrial 
plauts In Ruasia, Socialists, Bolshe- 
vists, army officers, journalists, doc- 
tors and a variety of others.

“The Soviet system doesn’t repre- 
sent the people’s will.

The Bolsheviki use the 
Red Guards to pack assembiies and 
force their candidates, Voters are 
exclusively Bolsheviki, and only Bol- 
sheviki or those claiming to’ have 
no property are eligible to office. 
But, as a matter of fact, many of 
the Bolsheviki have amassed money. 
In all mv tour I met only a few of 
them who were honest.” 

How the great industrial plants 
of Petrograd and Moscow have been 
virtually destroyed is told in detail 
by Lieut. Boris Brasol. The Obouk- 
hovsky Steel Works near Petrograd 
employed 15,000 men in 1916 mak- 
ing guns. armor and munitions for 
the Russian government. The aver- 
age mechanic’s wages were 700 to 
800 rubles ($350 to $400 a month.) 


AGITATORS AS LEADERS. 
When the Bolsheviki began to ap- 
ply their theories, they introduced 
shop committees, which, fact, 
were not composed of workmen, but 
of outside agitators. Not a single in: | 


of work to discuss them and decide 
upon them. Every day long and 
neisvy meetings were heid, for which 
time the workmen insisted upon be- 
ing paid. Often they would refuse to 
follow instructions, because, they 
held, the technica] staff were their 
“enemies.’’ The men didn't actually 
work more than a few hours a day, 
and if there was a procession, which 
was frequent, they wouldn't work 
at all. Out they would rush to take 
part in it. Yet within four months 
they had received from the Navy De- 
partment an increase in their pay of 
90.000,00 rubles, notwithstanding 
their efficiency was lowered at least

With these incriminating docu- 
ments destroved, they boldly put 
themselves forward as political mar- 
tyrs, confident that no papers could 
be produced proving their criminal 
careers. Many of them had been con- 
victed of robbery, and a number for 
murder. The chairman of the Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Council at Tam- 
hoff was a life-termer released from 
Siberia, where he had been sent for 
twenty-two murders which he ad- 
mitted, 
When the Bolsheviki came into 
nower they vested all authority in 
the hands of these committees. The 
utter demoralization of the Russian 
army at the Instieation of Germany 
is well known. The scheme of the 
soldiers electing their officers de- 
stroyed all discipline and turned the 
army into a mob. The real officers 
were degraded into cooks and scav- 
engers and the men who talked the 
loudest and fastest were elected 
officers. In anv army such a scheme 
would be thoroughly destructive, but 
it was especially so in the Russtan 
army, where of every 10,000 gsol- 
diers, 4110 were illiterate. 
Although this filiteracy was gen- 
eral, the Bolsheviki went ahead to 
apply the elective committee sys- 
tem to every industry. Only 4 per 
cent. of the Russian people have 
heen to public schools, and about 
65 or 68 per cent. of the entire pop- 
ulation ie flliterate. Most of the 
Russian people are peasants—tfully 
771 of every 1000—and only 109 per 
cent. of the people are industrial. 
TOO IGNORANT TO DO BUSINESS 
A backward country, Russia had 
few encugh administrators who 
knew how to manage factories, 
banks, railroads, street car systems 
and other utilities. These com- 
paratively few experts were prompt-

Bandit Bands Tie up Part of 
National Railroad. 


. Sell Across Border. 
Revival of Industry Shown 
Along Pacific Coast. _ 


MONTEREY (Mex.) Deca 14.— 
Renewal of .revolutionary disturb-

ef operations of several divisions of 
the National Railways of Mexico. 
The trouble is confined chiefly to the 
States of Chihuehua and Durango. 
Ne through trains are running be- 
‘tween El Paso and Torreon. Inter- 
ruptions of traffic on the line run- 
ming between Eagle Pass to Tor- 
Freon are also reported. 

Tranquillity prevails along the 
route of the main line of the Na- 
tional Reilways of Mexico all the 
way between Laredo and the City of 
Mexico, as well as in the territory 
traversed by the Monterey-Mata- 
Toros, the Monterey-Torreon and 
the Saltillo-Torreon divisions. 
Through sleeping car service is main- 
taimed between Laredo and the City 
«of Mexico, 

Mining and other industrial con- 
ditions in the States of Chihuahua 
continue to be seriously affected by 
the depredations of roving bands ef 
revolutionists, all claiming to be a 
part of the so-called army of Fran- 
cisco Ville.

Faudon said that the Mexicans 
who left Guadalajara in September, 
1914, fought through many of the 
war's hardest battles, and that only 
a few of them are living today. Most 
of these men were students who 
were familiar with European his- 
tory. They took up the cause 
of France because they be- 
lieved it was just. None of them 
ever regretted his action, Corp. Fau- 
don said. 

“There were 150 young Mexicans 
from my home town of Guadalajara 
who left at the same time that I did 
to go to France, and of eight com- 
panions of mine who were with me 
in the same command, I am the on- 
ly one that is alive, he said. More 
than 500 Mexicans from various por- 
tions of Mexico were in the French 


army. I participated in the battles 
in Belgium, at Verdun, at Lorraine 
and twice in the Champagne, and if 
the world has any more braver and 
determined soldiers than the French 
I do not know it. 

“When I was suffering from be- 
ing gassed and had frozen feet, I 
was given a furlough and returned 
to my home in Mexico, and now lam 
going back to my command in 
France to help in the work of re- 
construction that is to start. 

“The French were happy when the 
American soldiers began arriving 
there to help them in the fight, and 
the Americans certainly made a fine 
appearance and favorable impression 
from the start. I only regret that 
I was not given the opportunity to 
fight by the side of the Americans. 
The Mexicans that have been with 
the French army have been made 
better men.” —

SENT BY WEST. 


Share of War Glory. 


Best in France. 


Social Contrasts Merged Into 
Crack Organization. 


[BY A. Pp. CORRESPONDENCE. } 
CAMP LEWIS (Tacoma) Dec. 10. 
—The great West always will feel 
that it had its share in the victory 
of 1918, for its heart went with the 
Ninety-first Division, when that or- 
ganization, drawn from the States 
of Washington, Oregon, California, 
Montana, Idaho, Utah, Nevada and 
the Territory of Alaska, went over- 


seas to engage in the final and de- 
cisive combat of the world conflict 
for freedoin and democracy. 

When the men of the Ninety-first, 
who participated in some of the 
bioodiest encounters that marked 
the final collapse of Germany’s mil- 
itary, power, cOme back in triumph 
they will present a spectacle strik- 
ingly in contrast to their appearance 
as raw recruits a little more than a 
year ago when they first assembled 
at Camp Lewis. They were the first 
of the selective draft. 
Flushed though they may be with 
the glory of achievement and the 
plaudit. of multitudes, the men 
probably never will forget those first 
days at the great' cantonment early 
in October, 1917, when with the 


of the barracks that stretched in 
seemingly interminable lines, they 
entered the barren buildings that 
were to be thelr homes for months 
during the period of training. 
RIGOROUS DRILLS. 
For weeks the men, who came 
from offices, shops, ranches, farms 
and stores—fresh from the comforts 
of home -—- went uncomplainingly 
through the rigorous drills and set- 
ting-up exercises, wearing their 
civilian clothes and lacking the stim- 
ulus of uniform and military ac- 
coutrements. The officers, mostly 
from San Francisco Presidio train- 
ing camps, comparatively new to 
military life themselves, whipped in- 
to shape the heterogeneous though 
sturdy material they found. 
The Ninety-first probably showed 
as distinctly as any other organiza- 
tion in Uncle Sam's great “melting 
pot” army the striking social con- 
trasts that were ?merged into the 
fighting machine. To it came mil- 
lionaires and laborers, artists and 
shoe shiners, cowpunchers and ac- 
tors, merchants and 
preachers and pugilists, lawyers and 
farmers, cooks and carpenters, and 
many-other of diverse occupations, 
all called from their accustomed 
pursuits to fit themselves for the 
great battle. 


THRILLS IN NEWS. 


News gatherers found many a 
thrill in those days in discovering 
some “movie” magnate obscurely 
learning how to “right about face:” 
some millionaire, off in a remote cor- 
ner of the camp, going through the 
daily routine, his identity unsuspect- 
ed by his companions: a _ world 
champion wrestler, many former 
champion boxers, actors, grand op- 
era singers, stage managers and 
other entertainers were among the 
men drawn from more ordinary 
walks of life who helped to provide 
amusement for the men in the gath- 
ering arranged by the war camp 
community secretary. 

As the weeks and months passed, 
however, all were welded into a suiid 
fighting unit, each individual grim- 
ly imtent on the business of war— 
the spirit that dominated the Amer- 
ican army and turned the tide of 
the fight to the overwhelming victory 
of November, 1918. 


STATE TO HAVE 5000 
COMMUNITY COUNCILS. 


BETTERMENT OF RESPECTIVE 
DISTRICTS IS PURPOSE OF 
ORGANIZATION, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDEKCE. | 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—In 
coming cam- 
paign for the establishment of com- 
munity councils, the State of Call- 


fornia already is being rapidly divid- 
ed into its 5000 districts. A number 
of counties already have reported to 
William V. Cowan; commissioner of 
community councils, that their work 
is complete. Within the next thir- 
ty days, in the estimation of the 
State Council of Defense, there will 
be an active Community Council in 
each one of these 5000 districts. 


ing conducted by the county divi- 
sions of the State Council of Defense. 
County chairmen have been appoint- 
ed and have working with them com- 
mittees composed of three men and 
two women each. These committees, 
in addition to affecting the division 
of their counties, are naming 5000 
special temporary chairmen, one for 
each individual community. In the 
rurai districts the farm adviser is 
serving with this committee. 

While at this time it is the work 
of readjustment, including particu- 
larly the re-establishment of soldier, 
sailor and war worker, which is lead- 
ing to the establishment of these 
Community Councils at this time, it 
is the intention of those in charge 
of the undertaking that the council 
shall “live and function to the bet- 
terment of their respective con mit- 
tees during the time of prosperity 
now apparently assured.”

CHOICE OF POLITICS. 

It is reasonable to think that 
Henry Cabot Lodge deliberately 
chose politics and public service as 
a career. His fa.her, a cotton man- 
ufacturer, and the owner of eleven 
clipper ships in the China trade 
when he died, sent him to Harvard 
and then to travel in Europe for a 
year. He read law afterwards, sim- 
<td as a part of his general educa- 
tion, 

It would appear that two profes- 
sions, politics and literature, jointly, 
in those early days, shared his de- 
sire. He ended by adopting both. 
While studying lew at Harvard, he 
helped to edit the North American 
Review, then printed in Boston; took 
a@ post-graduate course in history at 
his university, also lectured at the 
university on the “History of the 
American Colonies” and wrote a 
thesis on the “Land Law of the 
Anglo-Saxons.”’ 

All of these irons he had in the 
fire at ‘once. Henry Adams, who re- 
cently dled in Washington, was his 


same time, editor of the Northern 
American Review. It was Mr. 
Adams who opened the way for him 
to lecture at Harvard and to do 
editorial work. Young Mr. Lodge's 
first published article was a criticism 
of Gottlob Bachmann's “History of 
the Papacy.” 

Ever since he came to Con 
more than thirty vears ago, Senavor 
Lodge, slender of body, light of step, 
has carried wherever he went an 
atmosphere of elegance and leisure. 
He has been serene, except ia the 
presence of pacifists, but alert: an 
onlooker, often curious, sometimes 
surprised, and a participant when 
the thing to be done was important. 

But he is not a man of leisure, 
and never has been. He has writ- 
ten twenty books and, possibly, sey- 
eral Inindred long speeches and ad- 
dresses. iyery letter that comes to 
his office answered; every request 
made by a constituent is given at- 
tention. 

When asked how he could write 
the “Life of George Cabot,”’ one of 
his ancestors, and then the “Life of 
Alexander Hamilton,”’ in 1882; the 
“Life of Daniel Webster” in 18832; 
edit nine volumes of the works of 
Hamilton in 1885; write a “Book of 
Essays in 1886 and a two-volume 


“Life of Washington” in 1889, he 
quietly saidt 
“When one {is farniliar with a 


period of history it is @ot difficult te 
write the biographies of the men of 
that time.” 

CALLED AN ARISTOCRAT. 

All of the books mentioned, ex- 
cept one, were printed after Mr. 
Lodge entered public life, at the age 
of 29, as a member of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives. He 
served two years in the House and 
then was defeated as a candidate for 
the Massachusetts Senate. He was 
spoken of then in some quarters as 


multi-millionaire, which was a great 
exaggeration of the facts in the mat- 
ter. But, and the point is worth 
mention, he was not discouraged. 

In 1884 he became acquainted 
with Theodore Roosevelt, going from 
Boston to New York for that pur- 
pose. Each had been chosen a dele- 
gate to the Republican national con- 
vention, soon to assemble in Chicago, 
and each opposed Blaine, who wes 
a candidate for President. They 
agreed, the youthful Lodge and 
Roosevelt, to vote for George F. Ed- 
monds, of Vermont. 

The writer of this article also at- 
tended that convention. He re- 
members Lodge, as he then ap- 
peared, and was interested in his 
personality, because ‘“‘the scholar in 
politics’ had already become a 
phrase of much currency. But the 
Pieture of Roosevelt, blond and 
masculine, standing on a front chair, 
using both hands as a megaphone 
and vigorously demanding. session 
after session, an opportunity to 
speak or to make a motion, is more 
distinct than any other. 

The acquaintance, opened in New 
York, through sentimental and eth- 
ical enmity to Blaine, became 
friendship and then comradeship of 
the most intimate nature. It was 
Lodge who spoke for Roosevelt in 
the Senate when Roosevelt was 
President. And in the afternoon 
the two men on horseback rode 
through the wonderfully picturesque 
bridle paths of Rock Creek Park 
and talked over public matters to- 


gether. 
A BILL OF ITEMS. 


It was knowledge and friendship 
that caused Rooseveit to write in 
1916 to Republican and Progressive 
delegates wrangling in Chicagu his 
conviction that Lodge should be 
made their candidate for President. 
“He is a man,” wrote Roosevelt, “of 
the highest integrity, of the broadest 
national spirit and of the keenest 
devotion to the public good,” 

The bill of praiseworthy legisia- 
tive deeds performed by Leaee, as 
itemized by Roosevelt, included the 
“championing of such measures as 
the pure rset | law, the safety appli- 
ance law, the rkingmen's com- 
pensation act, the national.law pro- 
hibiting the labor of children, the 
Hepburn railroad rate bill and the 
bill creating the Bureau of Corpo- 
rations.” 

Thoroughness is one of the arti- 
cles in the covenant that Henry 
Cabot Lodge has made with him- 
sclf. Writers of history must prac- 
tice it. Speechmakers should, but 
dado not, customarily. Generalities 
(“The eagle, emblem of our liber. 
tles and so on”) are mucr easier 
than particulars. When Senator 
Lodge addresses Congress the prin- 
cipal work has been done before he 
takes the floor. 

Debating the subiect of railroad 
rates, he searched the world for im- 
portant facts, giving the mileage 
and freight between remote places 
in Europe, as well as the charges on 
hay and butter in New England and 
describing the means of transporta- 
tion In ancient Egypt, Chaldea and 
Assyria. 

As to reading. he appears to have 
familiarized himself with all the 
literature from Moses and the 
prophets to James Bryce, Jean Jus- 
serand and Theodore Roogrevelt. 
Thoughts from the poets, events 
from the historians, epigrame frow 
the essayists and discoveries from 
the scientists give point or finish to 
his spoken words. 

Every summer, when he cou!d, 
Mr. Lodge has traveled in Europe. 
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Of velvet, serges, satins, crepe 
de chine and wool jerseys.

CREATE DAIRY COUNCIL. 


California Producers and Manufac- 
turers of Milk Products to 
Urges Greater Consumption.

VISALIA, Dec. 14. — A State

JAPANESE FIRES FANTASTIC 


Different from Any Other Blaze in the 


World; Modern Methods Slow. 


TOKIO, Nov. 5.—Frequently fires 
throughout Japan attended by con- 
siderable destruction of property and 
some loss of life have urgently 
calied the attention of the Japanese 
authorities to the necessity of im- 
proving the means of fighting fire. 
In some cases entire villages have 
en wiped out and in the city of 
Tokio blocks of tiny wooden houses 
have been consumed with amazing 
swiftness. 

A Japanese fire is different from 
almost any other fire in the world. 


The corresporident had an oppor- 
tunity of observing that fact when 
a fire occurred some time ago near 


the headquarters of the Associated ’ 


Press and seemed for a time to 
threaten its destruction. 

Foreign style houses in Tokio are 
grouped in compounds—that is, 
three or four structures are con- 
tained in one large area, or garden. 
They dot here and there the great 


oriental metropolis which etretches. 
out for miles—a mass of low-bulilt, | 


tile-roofed, paintiess wooden houses, 
the streets bordered by lines of 
wooden telegraph poles carrying 
their burden of wires. In the same 
compound with the correspondent 
lived an American military attache, 


and an American business man.

ter. Hig life was clearly in danger, 
but he moved about the flames with 
creat coolness, jumping easily to 
safety just before the roof fell into 
the. pit of fire. 

“Courageous,” I remarked. 

“Yes,” was the anewer, “it is a4 
matter of honor with them. You 
know, in Japan firemen are born 
rather than made. A family is fire- 
men for generations. The young- 
sters learn the first lessons in boy- 
hood, and then it becomes a life's 
work, as well-as a passion for them.”

Our fire brigade has 
been remodeled after the west, but, 
of course, it is still in very juvenile 
condition compared with the other 
great capitals of the world. Tokio 
is becoming more and more the con- 
ceitration point of the industrial 
Classes of the empire and the popu- 


lation is expanding, more especially 


in the outskirts. 
FIRE WATCHES IN TOWERS. 


“We have six fire brigades in To- 
kio, each brigade having two or three 
substations. In addition to the reg- 
Viarc stations, special branch head- 
quarters are established in the thick- 
ly populated sections of the city 
from November to May. The total! 
‘number of firemen on duty day and 
‘right is 2000. You may perhaps 
have noticed the tall observatory 
strectures which, li min'ature 
Kiffel towers, dominaté@ the city at 
frequent intervals of space. ihey 
are the fire stations of Tokio, whose 
eternal watchers, peering in all 
points of the compass, give a 
alarm at the first sign of flames. 

“We now have thirty fire engines 
drawn by horses and as many hose 
reels, but the number probably will 
be increased next year. The author- 
| ities have also purchased a number 
automobile fire ladder trucks, 
‘their use being necessitated by -the 
' gradual increase the erection of 
akyscrapers in the business center 
of Tokio. 

“It must he evident to you tat 
‘while we coptinue to erect our bulid- 
jings in wood the scourge of fire is 
always a possibility, but I think we 


are doing very well and the fact that | 


there Ras been no great catastrophe 
for many years is proof, I fancy, 
that our heroic fire laddies have 
not lost thetr old Samurai spirit of 
victory.”’ 

The fire was now under control 
and even subsiding. And so, in- 
ing the retreating procession of ex- 
quisite swinging lanterns, the long 


lane of human fireflies, we went 
back to American-land and to 
dreamland.

All of the passengers, 100 in num- 
ber, and crew members of the Se- 
home, with the exception of the two 
reported lost, boarded the Gen. Fris- 
bie and were taken to Valiejo, for 
which point the Sehome was bound 
from here. 

The Gen. Frisbie was on the way 
from Vallejo to this. city. The 
steamer Napa City, summoned by 
distress signals, brought the Gen/ 
Frisbie’S passengers to San Fran- 
cisco. 

All of the boats were the prop- 
erty of the Monticello Steamship 
Company. The Sehome was valued 
at $100.000. 
 f United States marine band on 
board the Gen. Frisbie, which was 
coming to attend a football game at 
Berkeley today, played martial airs 
while the passengers were being 
transferred. 

The collision occurred off Rodeo, 
Contra Costa county, the Gen. Fris- 
bie striking the Sehome squarely 
amidships. The Gen. Frisbie re- 
mained locked with the sinking 
Sehome until the passengers and 
crew were gotten off the latter ves- 
sel. Then the Gen. Frisbie backed 
away and the Séehome, showing a 
great, jagged hole in her side, sank 
immediately.

‘Plants Rapidly Hitting Their Stride and Many New 
factory Additions are Being Planned; Makers 
Fail to Agree on Reduction of Prices. 


White has been running 100 per 
cent. war business for the past 
three or four months at the 
time it swung into the war game 
it had more or less stock in its 
various branch offices and in 
transit. While the selling or- 
ganization has been cut down it 
has not been completely disor- 
ganized. 

The White company manage- 
ment feel that the domestic mar- 
ket for trucks hereafter is go- 
ing to be bigger than ever be- 
fore, for the war has convinced 
many people who were uncon- 
vinced before of the reliability 
and stability of the motor truck. 
Cancelling of war orders in other 
words is expected to spell only 
a modest manufacturing prob- 
lem and only a temporary gap 
in nection. 

So far as its new sixteen- 
valve touring car is concerned, 
the White company feels that at 
present the truck market is 
more important and justifies the 
bending of every effort to get 
ott a full line. Until truck pro- 
duction is thoroughly reorgan- 
ized not much attention will be 
given to the passenger-car end. 
Until spring, White probably 
will be a 100 per cent. truck 


‘proposition. 


An odd feature of the present 
automobile situation is the fail- 
ure of the makers to agree on 
the question of prices. Many 
manufacturers have already re- 
duced the prices on different 
models, while others announce 
that price reduction will not be 
considered at this time and still 
others have said that the pres- 
ent prices will stand for six 
months or more. 

Explaining its recent $300 re- 
duction in the price of its eight- 
cylinder car, the Cole Motor Car 
Company states: 

“Our attitude is simply this: 

“When the government cur- 
tailed production and it 
impossible for us to bulld but a 
very small per cent. of the num- 
ber of cars we had anticipated, 
because of the high cost of la- 
bor and material and the re- 
strictions placed on our produc- 
tion, we were forced to increase 
our price $300 November 1. 

“The change in conditions 
came much sooner than we had 
anticipated and we 


were able, 
without interruption, to 
ourselves to our former normal 


Under those circum- 
stances we felt obligated to the 
public to restore the normal 
price of our product. 

“Our reduction of $300 in 
price, therefore, should not be 
interpreted as a reduction so 
much as a restoration of a nor- 
mal, permanent price which will 
public the assurance 
that the cars they buy now will 
maintain their price quotations 
not for a brief period alone but 
for a long while.” 

The Mitchell Motors Company 
of Racine, Wis., has reduced the 
price of its forty-horse-power 
six $190. from $1465 to $1275, 
and its 48-six $200, from $1725 
to $1525. 

The Nordyke & Marmon Co., 
Indianapolis, manufacturers of 
Marmon cars, announces the 

rice of Marmon cars will not 

reduced in the immediate 
future. The announcement says 
that only a reduction in the cost 
of labor and material, as well as 
an increase in the quantities of 
the latter delivered, could bring 
about a reduction and this is 
not looked for for some time.

HOW ABOUT YOUR LICENSE? 


Local motorists whe have 


been striving for some months 
to master the multiplex phases 
of the California Vehicle Act are 
threatening to apply’ for en- 
trance to the bar, claiming that 
their continued investigation of 
the legal points regarding the 


operation of filvvers and other 
gasoline steeds has given them 
a liberal education in the law. 
And even the “dyed at the bar” 
court experts admit that the Ve- 
hicle Act furnishes materia! f>r 
much cud chewing and deep 
cogitation. 

David R. Faries, counsel for 
the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California, has delved deep 
into the innermost recesses of 
the document and hauled forth 
@ point that should be brought 
to the attentidn of all owners 
and drivers. His finding is that 
Section 24, requiring all oper- 
ators of vehicles to renew their 
operator's license annually, is 
now in full force. 

An operator's license should 
net be confused with the license 

rchaged for the car on its 

power rating. The oper- 


ator’s license is merely a slip of 
paper stating that one Is priv- 
lleged to sit at the helm of a 
car. Heretofore such licenses .- 
have continued in force from 
year to year, renewals being un- 
necessary. 

According to Attorney Faries 
it is now necessary for eveéry- 
one who wishes to drive during 
1919 to renew his or her oper- 
ator’s license with the State Mo- 
tor Vehicle Department at Sac- 
ramento. The department is- 
sending blanks for this purpose 
to all who registered vehicles in 
1918, but in many cases the 
bianks are furnished without 
any information as to their pur- 
pose, some drivers having re- 
turned their license fee for next 
year without knowing what the 
operator’s blanks were for and 
failing to inclose them.

IDEAS COME 
OUT OF WAR. 


Will be Reflected in the New 
Cars Inside of Year. 


Much is About Use 


of Cheaper Metals. 
Economy in Production will be 


For all practical purposes the war 
is ended and from the motorist’s 
point of view the question now is: 
“What has the war done for us be- 
sides sending the Potsdam incor- 
rigibles to perdition?” The private 
motorist, the automobile dealer, the 
salesman and all the rest of us con- 
nected with the now expanded field 
that we call “automotive,” are ask- 
ing themselves a lot of questions. 
“Will there be really new models? 
What will they look like? What has 
the war taught us about design and 
manufacture? Will the “foreign 
manufacturer enter the American 
market and cut a real figure?” These 
are a few of the many questions now 
flying about. 

A general impression seems to be 
current that much of the knowledge 
and experience gained in war work 
will be reflected in the new cars that 
ae about to be put out. The next 
batch of cars, those which we shall 
get between now and the beginning 
of the 1920 season, will be much 
the same as the current models. The 
cars of 1920 will incorporate many 
new ideas, but they will show few 
changes in design induced by air- 
plane or war car practice. The war 
has taught us many things in re- 
gard to production; it has taught us 
much in regard to the use of metals, 
but it has not brought out much that 
directly affects the design of pas- 
senger motor cars. The war has 
developed many new methods of us- 
ing cheaper metals, though the gen- 
eral impression seems to be that it 
has created a tendency toward more 
expensive ones. Quite true, many 
expensive alloys have been employed 
and expensive processes, such, for 
instance, as welded eteel cylinders; 


| but these are out of the question for 


ordinary commercial production of 
motor cars. 

When our industrial life gets back 
to normal again, which it will prob- 
ably do in about a year, the auto- 
mobilise Industry will be able to pro- 
duce on a much cheaper basis than 


before. That is to say, the actual 
manufacturing processes will cost 
less and the limiting factors in price 
wilh be mainly labor and cost of ma- 
terials. If labor and materials gét 
down to pre-war levels then we shall 
unquestionably have cars at a good 
deal cheaper prices than in the past, 
simply because of our greater knowl- 
edge of manufacturing gained from 
war experience. 

The very rapid progress in alir- 
Plane design has taught us a lot 
about engines. but little of what has 
been learned can be applied to the 
automobile engine. We have learned 
a few things about carburetion in 
the air, but sad to say, cars run 
on the ground and not in the air. 
Lubrication has come in for many 
improvements, but these develop- 
ments have little place on the motor 
car because conditions are so essen- 
tially different. 

It is a rather unfortunate fact that 


most of the developments have cen- ' 


tered in the engine. The engine ap- 
pears to have been the only thing 
in the minds of the engineers. As 
a matter of fact, there is little vital 
criticism that can be made of our 
automobile engines as they stand to- 
day. They are certainly powerful 
enough, and, while they may lack 
certain cheracteristics for maximum 
efficiency, these are mainly details 
which time will certainly rectify. 

The clutch, transmission, axles 
and other parts have practically 
stood still, so far as improvements 
in design during the period of the 
war are concerned. Yet these parts 
were more in need of improvement 
than the engine. This characteristic 
of war-time development will tend 
to give us cars with ths greatest re- 
finement under the hood. 

In the sanctums of the engineer- 
ing departments of many of the 
automobile factories, work has been 
and is proceeding toward the pro- 
duction of cheaper cars with worth- 
while appearance and equipment, 
such as has always been the exclu- 
sive characteristic of the medium 
and high-priced classes. This refers 
to such items as starting and light- 
ing equipment, speedometer, de- 
mountable rims, etc. These will in 
the future be found on cars selling 
as low as $500, and the ‘public soon 
will be startled by the announcement 
of at least one such car. It is also 
claimed on what seems to be good 
authority that the Ford organization, 
anticipating guch moves, will intro- 
duce on its next model a starting 
and lighting outfit of the convention- 
al type and a brand-new body that 
will show very much more pleasing 
lines, 

Two years from now the American 
public will get the real reflection of 
the progress ma/le during the war. 
This will take the form of lighter 
cars, which will be easier on tires, 
use ‘jess gasoline and better built 
throughout, and, of course, with 
brand-new ideas in body lines and 
body work. ‘ 


While our American manufactur-' 


ers have been busy with war work 
and looking ahead a bit to peace- 
time production to come, practically 
every foreign manufacturer of note 
has striven to produce an after-war 
model for export. One notable ex- 
ample is that of Fiat of Italy, which 
has ready a car to sell for about 
$2000 in this country. British mak- 
ers, Sunbeam, Rolls, Vauxhall, B. 8. 
A., et al, and the big French manu- 
facturers, Peugeot, Delage and their 
fellows, are all known to have 
cars ready for the market. Just 
what effect these foreign invasions 
are going to have is hard to tell. In 
the case of the Fiat, the specifica- 
tions are known, and many compe- 
tent observers hold that the vehicles 
will make very little headway in this

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NO REDUCTION PLANNED. 


Auto Rrices in Early Reconstruction Pee 
riod will be Maintained. 


“There will be no changes in the 
prices of Nash passenger cars and 
trucks before July 1, 1919," is the 
statement made by President C. W. 
Nash to a big meeting of Nash dis- 
tributors from all parts of the coun- 
try held at the Nash motors plant 
at Kenosha beginning Thursday, 
December 5. Mr. Coger of the Troy 
Motor Sales Company of this city 
was among those present. 

This statement is bound to be read 
with interest in automobile circles 
everywhere, as it:is another indica- 
tion that automobile prices in the 
reconstruction period of the first 
six months of 1919 will be generally 
maintained. 

Since the signing of the armistice 


there were price reduction an- 
nouncements made by a few manu- 
facturers and this made the question 


of price policy uppermost in the 
minds of distributors and dealers 
everywhere. 


The developments of the past ten 
€ays indicate that the majority of 
the leading manufacturers will 
maintain their prices and this, seems 
to be particularly true among the 
manufacturers who have held their 
prices down during the uncertain 
conditions of war. In most cases 
the reductions have been made by 
companies which, during the war 
period, have made several large ad- 
vances in price. 

Undoubtedly those increases were 
caused by the fact that these com- 
panies were furnishing to the gov- 
ernment other than their own prod- 
ucts, and probably produced such a 
limited number of their own prod- 
ucts that undoubtedly the manu- 


facturing cost was very high. 
The Nash Company, while it, dur- 


jend of the war has bro 


ing the war period, was on prac 
tically a 100 per cent. war basia, furs 
nished the government while on thiz 
basis, only regular peace-time pred 
ucts of the Nash factory. According- 
ly, they among those companies 
which are in a position to almost im- 
mediately resume quantity produc- 
tion of their own products for the 
general consumer trade. 

In discussing his position on the 
price question. President Narh er 
“It has always been my policy to cut 
out manufacturing costs by efficient 
manufacturing methods, and to sell 
on a very small margin of profit on 
volume production basis. This 
icy we have rigidly adhered to 
throughout the war period and are 
continuing the same policy now. 

“The Nash products have not been 
overpriced. We made no raises on 
these products except those nat 
ly brought about by refinements, 
provements and just recognition of 
the prices of material and labor. 

“The prospect of peace is already 
bringing about a big demand for 
both passenger cars and trucks. Ow- 
ing to the limited production for the 
general public during the war 
there is likely to be an u 
of both passenger cars and trucks. 
Dealers and owners are 
this and, in. my opinion, the = 
spring will see the biggest d 
for motor products that this country 
has ever seen. 

“We are giad that, because of the 
fact that our war work was strictly 
on production of our regular line of 
passenger cars and trucks, we are

Quinoa a Substitute for Wheat. 


There has long been cultivated on 
the west coast of South America a 
Plant called “quinoa,’’ which hotan- 
ists and cereal experts believe may 
prove an excellent substitute for 
wheat, in fact preferable to the sub- 
stitutes now in use, says the Novem- 
ber Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
This plant, now attracting partic- 
ular attention because of the short- 
aze of foodstuffs, has been culti- 
vated in South America in more or 
less primitive fashion, since pre- 
Inca days. The Department of 
Agriculture has imported several lots 
of quinoa seed and seed of related 
species, and is making experiments 
with it In the hope of finding suit- 
able soil and climate in this country 


for its cultivation. 


UPHOLSTERING OF AUTO. 


Costs'Owners Millions a Year Because it 
is Poorly Cared For, 


‘The tgnorance of the average mo- 
tor car owner in regard to the up- 
holstery of his vehicle would be 
laughable if it were not serious and 
in the aggregate costing American 
motorists some millions of dollars 
every year, simply because this nec- 
cessary part of the car’s equipment 
does not receive the care and atten- 
tion that will keep it serviceable. 
Not long ago @ new car owner dis- 
canted to me on the subject of the 
handsome Spanish leather uphol- 
stery which graced his car. 
mere glance told me that the Span- 
ish leather waa really an excellent 
leather substitute, which would give 
quite as good service as what the car 
owner thought he had. 

As a matter of fact, almost all the 
cars that have been turned out 
within the past several months have 


been upholstered in leather substi- jleather is unequaled, a good sub- 


tute, which is so well done now 
that it can scarcely be detected from 
the original. Cars selling below 
$2000 have not used the real leather 
in some time, simply because the 
supply was inadeyuate and the prices 
enormously advanced. The mili- 
tary demands for leather were tre- 
mendous, and little has been avail- 
able for private enterprise. Sup- 
pose w* examine briefly the methods 
of manufactue that go into the mak- 
ing of real leather and substitute 
upholstery. 


Leather upholstery comes, 


ort-| course, from the hide of a steer. 


The tanneries receive the hides in 
what is known as a “green” state. 
This ts with the hair on and the 
skin untanned. After going through 
the varivus preliminary processes of 
cleaning, hair removal, etc., the hide 
goes Into a vat of weak tanning 
fluid. From this {t goes into a 
stronger solution, and then into a 
still strenger one, and so on until the 
operation is completed, which re- 
quires about eight days. 

The hide has nuw become leather, 
but fits interesting career has only 
begun. The next step in its odyssey 
is a cutting machine. This ingenious 
tool is so accurntely set and cuided 
that the single hi only a fraction 
of an Inch in thickness, may\be cut 
into almost any number of sheete 
of leather, even down to a thickness 
of tissue paper.

Poet of Childhood, 

AID for by the pennies of children in 

America, Hawali, Japan and other 
‘plates in the world, a statue of James Whit- 
comb Riley was unveiled recently in his na- 
tive town of Greenfield, Ind. ’ 
‘More than 1,000,000 children contributed 

to the erection of the memorial, and, tak- 
ing this and other facts into consideration, 
we consider the Riley statue in Greenfield 
to be almost the most precious inanimate 
thing on this continent or any other. 

it is doubtiess true that the custom of 

raising statues to men and women has been 
overdone, The great majority of them 
should be tumbled down. It is not only that 
so many of them are crimes against art 
and good taste, but they have no meaning 
and never had. 
But, this statue to Riley is another thing. 
It has meaning—the very deepest mpan- 
ing—to all humanity. He was the poet of 
childhood, and childhood thus remembers 
him and hands down his memory to the 
childhood of the future, 

If the critics have seen fit to place Robert 
Burns among the five greatest of the world’s 
poets, we feel justified in making a claim 
for Riley equally exalted. He was very like 
Burns in many ways. He was not e scholar, 
his life wag humble, his songs were for the 
hearts of God’s common everyday people. 

Riley had an added gift that Burns did 
not have—the gift of appeal to the heart of 
a child. Children loved his verses and un- 
derstood them because he loved and under- 
stood children. And he possessed the very 
rare and exceptional art of putting into the 
music of words the things of which child- 
bood dreams. 

To uncover his secret more fully, we must 
realize that a Riley child poem is the same 
thing as one child telling something to an- 
other child. 

Like the poem of “The Raggedy Mau:” 


“O the Raggedy man he works for Pa; 

An’ he’s the goodest man you ever saw. 

He comes to our house every day, 

And waters the horses and feeds ‘em hay; . 

An’ he opens the shed—and we all ist laugh 

When the drives out our ttle old wobble-dy 
ca 


And so it runs along, that dear and home- 
ly song of chil¢hood. And so rum along 
hundred others, not only holding the child 
in their spell, but haunting also the grown- 
up heart with memories that had long been 
driven out by the struggles of life. 

It is dificult to say which one of the many 
childhood poems Riley wrote that we would 
like best, but, as far as that goes, they 
might all be called favorites. There are 
ever so many people, however, who can re- 
peat more lines of “Little Orphant Annie.”

N MY veins is a trace of African biocod, 
for long periods of time I have lived as 
a white man; no ope has suspected the 
truth. But I have decided that I am a 
traitor to my race. 1 have talked it over 
with my wife, She agrees with me. Hence- 
forth I am going to live with negroes as a 
negro. 

The wrongs of the colored people call out 


to me. I havea good brain and a good edu- « 


cation. My people need me. I am going to 
answe. the call. The colored race has en- 
tered onto a difficult period; it needs all the 
help it can get. 


_ My grandmother was a very pretty mulat-', 
to girl. She was a slave. I don't know how 


much white blood she had tn her veins. A 
good deal I think. There was nothing in her 
appearance to indicate that she was a col- 
ored woman. a 


Her story was the story of thousands of 
slave girls. She was the mistress of her 
owner. 


He was a member of one of the most 
prominent families in Georgia. His relation 
with my grandmother Was accepted by his 
family as a matter of course. His wife is 
still alive. She accepts me openly as a 
left-hand grandchild. She has helped me 
many times. 


My father, who was the result of that re- 


lationship, was of course a white man in ap- 


pearance. He married a mulatto girl—my 
mother—who also was nearly white. 


He was an intelligent man. He had a bar- 


ber shop in a Georgia hotel and invested his 
money with such wisdom that the white 
people began to look upon him with disfavor 


jealousy, 


' One day a white man claimed to have lost 
some money in the bathroom of the barber 
shop and accused the shine boy of stealing 
it. My father said he was mistaken. 
“Do you mean to call a white man a liar?” 
demanded the gentleman. 7 
“No, sir,” said my father. “But I think 
you are mistaken.” 
Whereupon the white man drew a revolver 
sand killed my father. We tried to bring the 
murderer to justice. My mother spent near- 
ly everything my father left ip attorney's 


fees; but the law refused to move. My . 


father had committed a capital offense; he 
had contradicted a white man. 


When I was old enough, my mother sent 
me to Tuskegee. She took in washing and 


After I graduated from the college, I went 
West to Kansas where I married a woman 
about as near white asilam. We had three 
chiléren. I made my living as a teacher. 

One of my children is very light, without 
a trace of negro in her An- 
other is very beautiful. She has the éoft 
olive complexion common to several white 


* paces. The youngest is dark, but is seldom 


taken for a negro. | 


Out there in Kansas our little family be- 
gan the difficult life of white biack people. 

We were neither negroes nor whites. We 
néver felt quite at our ease with white 
people; on the other hand, we were just as 
uncomfortable with a crowd of black people 
as you would be. 

Since slavery days, the real blacks have 
always been jealous and suspicious of mu- 


_Jattoes. 


Black men like to marry mulatto girls. 
You often hear about the eagerness of blacks 
to marry white women. This is really not 
true. From siieer bravado a black some- 
times marries an outcast white woman; but 
I think he sarely feels love for her, either 
before or after marriage. The mulatto man, 
on the other hand, seldom if ever marries a 


- black woman. 


There seems to be some instinct which 
bars the way to love between races. One of

ture. But I do not see why either race 
should eventually consider itself superior to 
the other. In the final analysis, the supert- 
ority will Be individual. Some black men 
will be superior to some White and some 
white will be superior to blacks. . 

The evil of black persecution began in the 
South, the remedy must be in the South. 
The remedy will be the education of the 
poor whites of the South. The education of 
the black man its taking care of itself. The 
education of the poorer white children in the 
South ts neglected to a shameful extent. 

I do not speak of the southern rape cases 
which have brought disgrace to America 
throughout the world. In most cases mon- 
strous injustice has been done—not to men- 
tiom the cruelty. These outrages are about 
at end. The remedy is purely industrial. 

The south is greatly in need of northern 
capital for development. The northern 
bankers will refuse to furnisii this capital 
unless the South shows that the law can be 
enforced. 

I don't know what will be done about the 
Jim Crow cars. No one can ever imagine 
the shame and humiliation of an educated 
colored man when the conductor on the 
southern train orders him into the Jim 
Crow cars. But, at the present time, | don't

One of the best-informed men connected 
with this class of land improvement is Dr. 
Eiwood Mead, a civil engineer, who has 
been engaged by the government to help in 
' this work. Dr. Mead has been employed 
upon State and national reclamation 
schemes forthe most of his life. He has 
been) a part of our great desert projects 
and was chief of the irrigation and drain 
age investigations carried on by the De 
partment of Agriculture during the decade 
which ended in 1907. After that he went to 
Australia to aid in transforming some of its 
great holdings into community farm set- 
tlements like that planned for the soldiers, 
and later came back to California to act 
as chairman of the commission for the in- 
vestigation of certain subjects of land colo 
nization. 


A Special Soldier Legislation to 
Help Home Coming Troops. 
MET Dr. Mead in his office in the rec 
lamation service of the Interior Depart- 
ment. The first subject discussed was the 
plans our allies have for their soldiers. 
Said Dr. Mead: 

“All of the English-speaking courftries 
except the United States have recently 
passed special soldier legislation. Such of 
them as have government lands are offering 
them to the soldiers free of charge. Others 


are lending the men money to buy pri-. 


vate properties, and others are purchasing 
large tracts of private land and dividing 
them up into blocks. The English and Ce 
nadians are establishing central farms on 
- which the soldiers are to be employed to 
prepare the land and try out the crops; and 
they are laying out these farms into hold- 
ings of different sizes to be given to the 
men on easy terms of payment, stocking 
the same with the outfit needed for farm- 
ing. Some of the countries are appointing 
agricultural instructors to teach the sold- 
diers how to farm, and others are giving 
them farm tools and farm animals, seeds 
and fertilizers at cost. Some are creating 
model farms, equipped with barns and 
houses, to be taken over by the soldiers 
when they are completed. — 

“In all cases the improvements and in 
most the lands are to be paid for by the 
soldiers, but the payments are stretched 
‘over long periods of time. In the Australian 
states the men have thirty-six and a half 
years to buy the land outright at a low 
rate of interest; while in New Zealand 
they have a leasing period of sixty-six 
reyas. The rental is only 3 or 4 per cent. 
of the capital value. The advancements 
for stock and farm outfits are payable in 
from ten to twenty-five years.” 


Canada has Made Good Start 
in Helping Soldiers. 
HAT is Canada doing?” 1 asked. 
“The Dominion government has 
taken up the matter only quite recently, al- 
though several of the provinces have been 
planning such schemes since the beginning 
of war. It was a year ago last August.that 
the Canadian Parliament passed a land act 
for the soldiers, and only last spring that 
the soldiers’ settlement board was appoint 
ed. Since then $3,000,000 haz been appro- 
priated for carrying out the act, and each 
soldier has been given the right to 
take up vacant government land to the 
amount of 320 acres. The government will

has been done’ in Great 
Britain ?” 

“Very little as yet,” replied Dr. Mead, “al- 
though more than $25,000,000 has. been ad- 
vanced by the county councils to purchase 
lands for such subdivision, either under lease 
or as freeholds. The assistance to soldiers 
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has taken the form of colonies, and four of 
these have been established to date. Bach 
colony is to accommodate about 100. fami- 
lies, and each soldier is to have from ten 
to twenty-five acres, according to the char- 
acter of the farming. Two of the colonies 
will let out their lands on a ninety-nine-year 
lease, and in the other two the lands are to 
be sold.” 


“What is the situation in New Zealand?” 

“New Zealand passed its first act abdut 
three years ago, and in 1917 tracts amount- 
ing to 276,000 acres were set apart for the 
soldiers, and about $600,000 appropriated 
for advances to them and for making road- 
ways through the lands so appropriated. 
The lands may be either bought on long 
time or taken out on sixty-six-year leases, 
with a perpetual right of renewal at the 
rate of 4% per cent. on the capital value 
of the land. So far about 16,000 soldiers 
have returned from the front and only 624 
have taken up lands.” 


“In the Island of Tasmania the govern- 


ment gives the soldier $2500, and lands can 
be acquired either by purchase or lease. 
First-class land may be bought in 200-acre 
tracts at $5 per acre, and poorer lands at 
as low as $1.25 per acre. No interest is 
asked for the first twelve months, and no 
payment of the principal until after the 


‘first four years.” 


Australia Land Settled This 
Problem in 1901. 


H* OW about Australia?” I asked, 

“The question of the land settle- 
ment of Australia is not a new one,” replied 
Dr. Mead. “That continent has been taking 
large tracts and dividing them up into small 
farms for the settlers ever since 1901. Up 
to the time of the war Australia had pur- 
chased and subdivided more than 3,000,000 
acres and sold thig out at about $18 an 
acre, and during the five years preceding 
the war it had loaned more than $68,000,- 
000 for such improvements. Last year the 
commonwealth, which is the Federal gov- 
ernment of the six Australian states, ad- 
vanced $500,000 to settlers, and it expects 


stores water enough for four thousand fifty acre trrigated 
Similar work will do as much for the soldiers, 


to increase that amount to $10,000,000 dur- 
ing the coming year. 

“The government has now applied its ex- 
perience in creating subdivisions for incom- 
ing settlers to its work for soldiers, and it 
contemplates an expenditure of $100,000,- 
000 on that account, This is based on the 
number of men in the army who have ex- 
pressed a desire to take up lands. If the 
United States does as much in proportion 
to its population it will expend $2,000, 
000,000 upon its homes for the soldiers, 

“In addition to this,” Dr. Mead conti 
“each of the Australian states has its own 
arrangements for the soldiers. New South 
Wales will give them lands to be paid for 
over a period of thirty-eight .yedrs, and will 
advance $2500 per man for making improve- 
ments, It is now preparing a thousand 
farms of fifty acres each in the Yanco ir 
rigation area, and it has purchased this 
year eighteen great estates for subdd'vision. 
Victoria has bought more than a ha‘f-mil- 


farme, 


lion acres, which it is selling to settlers at 
$45 an acre. It is opening up its govern- 
ment lands, and buying large tracts for sub- 
division. tt is believed that $25,000,000 will 
be added to the expenditures so far made 
to provide homes for the men now in France 
who will want to go upon farms. Queens- 
land proposes to sell its crown lands to 
the soldiers on long time at from $2.50 to 
$7.50 per acre. It will loan each soldier 
settler $2500 to outfit his farm,and the re- 
payment of its loans for the lands cover a 
period of forty years. The government gives 
the soldiers a lower interest rate than that 
of the civilian settlers. The province has 


already set aside 60,000 acres for such set- 


tlerr. 


I here asked Dr. Mead to tel! me some- 
thing of the big land subdivision projects 
of Europe, which -he visited as an official 
of the Australian government while plan- 
ning out the settlement work ig Victoria. 
Safd he: 
“Subdivision of this land has been going 
on for years. It began in Germany about 
a generation ago, and that in spite,of the 
bitter opposition of the large landholders. 
‘Many of the big estates have been taken 
over by the. government and. divided up 
into small fatms. This is especially so in 
Posen, in Prussia, near the border of Po- 
land. It is there that the home coloniza- 
tion department has built farm settlements, 
taking the big holdings and dividing them 
into small tracts of from twelve to sixty- 
five acres each. The first of its projects 
was backed by a fund of $214,000,000, and 
with that it bought lands amounting to 
more than 1,000,000 acres and divided them 
into small farms, which are now occupied 
hy settlers. Before making the subdivi- 
sions the government fertilized the tand, 
macadamized the roads running through it 
and built homes for the farmers and farm 
laborers. It advanced equipment and seed 
to the farmers and gave them the lands on 
such terms that they had to pay only the 
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The average cost of land so bought and 
prepared is $96 per acre. 


The Danes Made Over 
Discarded by Germans. | 


‘“ FTER: leaving Germany 1 went to 

Denmark,” continued Dr. Mead, “and 
looked into the land which the Germans left 
when they stole the best part of Schleswig- 
Holstein and annexed it to Germany. Of the 
remainder there was something like 7000 
acres, which the Danes have divided into 
small tracts and sold to settlers at 10 per 


cent. cash, the balance to be paid.at 3 or 


4 per cent. interest. That land, which thé 
Germans evidently considered worth noth- 


ing, has been turned into excellent farms. . 


“In Ireland many of the large estates 
have been bought by the British gavern- 
ment and divided up into farms. That 
country, as you know, has been cursed “by 
absentee landlord, and the most of its 
are primarily due to the owners liv- 


vided it up into small farms, on whicli the 
necessary houses and other improvements 
were erected. They sold these ready-made 
farms to their former tenants at an average 
price of about $50 per acre, and the buyer 
has sixty-eight years to pay for the farm 
and improvements at 3% per cent. inter. 
est. In addition, the government made per- 
sonal loans to the tenants to cover the ¢ost 
of the stock and farm implements an@ it 
furnished advisers and scientific farm in- 
structors. That movement has practically 
revolutionized some parts of Ireland. The 
law-breaking farm tenant has disappedred 
and the jails of the farming district, which 
were formerly filled with land agitators, are 
now used for public schools. Today most 
of the troubles between the British govern- 
ment and are

California has Wonderful Oppor- 
tunities for Farin Lands. 

T THIS point Dr. Mead showed me a 

‘large number of photographs of the 
farms and homes which California has made 
out of a part of one of Leland Stanford's 
big rahches.. This ranch lies under the 
shadow of Mt. Shasta and, at the, time the 
government bought it, it consisted of about 
6500 acres, some waste land and other parts 
devoted only to grazing. The government 
bought the land and irrigated it from 
Butte Creek. It had soil surveys made, and

Y MOTHER feared the break-up of her 
family, the parting from her children, 
and she demurred to the offer, though the 
officer assured us that we should all be al-. 
lowed to stay in the same locality and that, 
even if we did not live under the same roof, 
we should be able to see each other fre- 
quently. 

Still we demurred, and, as I learnt that 
night, nearly all the families in Dinaat re- 
fused to volunteer also. 

Then next day came the news that ten 


of the hostages, who had been most resolute 
in refusing to volunteer, had been removed 
by the German authorities as suspects of an 
outrage on the German army—and we un 
derstood! 
It was quite clear to us that if we did 
not volunteer for farm work in Germany we 
should be deported and treated as criminals 
for offenses that we had never committed. 
It was no use shutting our eyes to facts, 
and very sorrowfully we gave the under 


taking to volunteer, relying on the explicit 


assurance rendered us by the German offi- 
cers that our families would not be sepa- 
and that we should be treated as free 
laborers, paid reasonable wages, and given 
fair conditions of labor. 

It was at 6 o’clock on the Thursday eve- 
ning of that week that we were drawn up On 
the railway station at Dinant, and stood 
chatting together in little groyps. All the 
members of the diferent families, from the 
grandmother down to the little children, 
.were present, and all stood together. 

They had brought with them their most 
cherished possessions, made up in little 
bundies, relying implicitly on the promise 
of the German authorities that théy would 


actions.. All that would be wanted of us be allowed to attein’ these in the homes to 


which they were going, and that they would 
not on any account be separated one from 
another. 

Our furniture, or its value, was, we had 
been assured, to.be restored to us after the 
war. It was only on this stipulation that we 
had volunteered. We were soon to discover 
the value of the pledges that had been 
given us. 

Those who hesitated to come ps 
found themselves roughly seized by two or 
three German privates, dragged from among 
their friends and forced into the waiting 
train. 


I was among the number. Almost before 

I could protest I was a prisoner if the hands 
of a number of the Prussian Guards, who 
jostled me along the platform, thrust me into 
a carriage and securely locked the door on 
pig “voluntary” worker for the country

tion I caught a glimpse of my mother’s de- 


spairing face and saw my father struggling 
‘frantically but vainly with a German ser- 


geant. 


I was not to remain alone very lng in 
the carriage into which I had been forced

The train stopped, in fact, at the next 
station on the line, and the door of my 


~—"eompartment was unlocked by a sergeant of 


the Prussian Guard, who with an oath called 
on his men to “hurry up with —” : 
Looking out of the window, I saw a crowd 
of half-terrified, half-hysterical women, be- 
ing driven forward at the bayonet point by a 
squad of Prussians, who kicked, struck ond 


M threatened them without mercy. 


One poor girl, who struggled 
ately, against the strength of her cap- 
tors, was flung head foremost into my 
mens, and lay stunned for some 
time on the floor. 

_ For many weary hours upon that 
dreadful day, the day which saw us 
pass into slavery, we traveled on- 
ward without food, without 
drink, without succor; huddled 
in misery. in the stifling railway 
N carriage, with throbbing heads 
and aching hearts. At 
last, just as the coo] of 
evening was bringing 
some relief to our suf- 
ferings the train came 
to a halt. 

We were roughly or- 
dered to get out, and 
drawn up in lines along 
the railway platform, 
where an astonishing 
spectacle met our eyes. 

From all parts of Bel- 
gium, from her homes, 
from her fields, her 
farms, her factories 
and her towns, thére 
stood gathered a vast 
concourse of women, of 
all ages, sorts and con- 


slave army, who had 
been trapped, es I had 
ben trapped, into working as slaves for the 
conquerors of our people, and who stood 
now helpless, abject and forlorn, the vic- 
tims of the cruelest despotism surely that 
man ever allowed to live. 


The Trapped Thousands Give 
Voice to Their Agony. 


ROM their ranks there rose up a strange 

sound, half a moan, half a wail. Some 

of the women were trying for their children, 

whom they will never see again; others 

were thinking of the old people at home, 
‘whom they left forever. 


* Again we started on our eae: For 
days we traveled under the ‘constant threat 
of the Whips of our slave masters... We 
wanted to cry but feared the whip. Our 
masters were constantly enjoining silence. 
How could we restrain ourselves from cry- 
ing while away from our land and homes we 
were treated in such shameful manner? 
But we could weep silently. and we did. 
Never will I forget—I have often prayed 
to God to let me—one scene which! wit- 
nessed during a short stop at a by-station 
near Cologne. Our train of eight cars, full 
of suffering Belgian slaves, had come to a 
stop_at this station to change engines.

railroad companies of the north of France. 
The cars had side compartments. At this 
station a group of officers opened each com- 
partment door and scrutinized the fear- 
struck occupants.

She fell back and began to strike me on the 
face and in the eye with all her might. I 
feared that she had suddenly gone mad. 


But she was not mad. She had seen the 
officerg force out of the compartment a 
young woman of good appearance. Believ- 
ing that My turn would be sure to come— 
for I was only 18—she had decided to dis- 
figure me in order that I should escape the 
attention of the German officers. My face 


and eyes ached and by the time the officers 


came to our compartment I had. become 
an ugly and repulsive sight to look at. I. 
had screamed and cried for help, thinking 
that I was the victim of a woman who had 
suddenly turned mad, but she had whis- 
pered to my ears in a suppressed tone the 
object ef her seeming violence. Then the 
officers opened the door and seeing me as I. 
was, shut the door again and proceeded to 
the other compartment. The others in my 
compartment were mostly men and women 


who had passed middle age I escaped 
worse than slavery 
Like Cattle in the Market 
we Were Chosen. 
T LAST we arrived at ——. At the sta- 


tion were gafhered a group of German 
men and women who were eagerly awaiting 
Hardly had the doors of 
the compartments opened when these Ger. - 
mans rushed at us and each began to grab 
one or two of us. Then came an official 
with a long paper in his hands who ordered 
us to stand in line, which we did trembling- 
ly. He called each by his or her number 
and upon the announcement of each per- 
son’s number she or he had to step forward 
four feet. Then again there followed a 
scramble. It was just like bidding for cat- 
tle. A German man or woman would rush 
te the victim, look the object oVer critical- 
ly and then rush to the official and an ani- 
mated discussion ~ould follow. But these — 
discussions lasted only a few moments. At 
the end each slave would be escorted by his 
or her new masters. 


Four other girls and I were assigned to 
@ woman who had passed middle age. We — 
were told that she had a farm near the city 
and that we would have to do only light 
work around the grounds. But from the 
moment I set my eyes on this woman I 
feared her. She had a pair of evil looking 
eyes and her manners bespoke my frightful 
suspicions of her. 

She led us to the exit of the station and 
showed us to a waiting carriage to which 
was hitched a pair of horses. We soon 
learned that the man who drove the car- 
Triage was the husband of the evil woman 
who had secured us from the officers. 


We Were in a House 
of Ill Repute. 


E WERE not in the house of this 
_ woman very many days when we 
learned what kind of a place she kept. AS& 
soon as I became certafn that we had been 
taken to that place for immoral purposes 
I decided to hold a secret conference with 
the rest of my fellow slaves to the end that 
we might stand together and even dare 
death if we must. And I was not surprised © 
when I found out that.each of my com- 
panions had also realized what was waiting 
‘or us. We then took an oath, come what — 
might, to fight any attempt on the part of 
that woman to sell us into shame. The 
place she kept was a roadhouse.._. 

, Our communication to one of the 
Lutheran ministers in the district brought 
that good man to us in company of two 
women and one military officer. On seeing 
the visitors the abject fear and terror of the 
woman was great. She realized suddenly 
that we had beén able to smuggle a secret 
communication appealing to the minister 
a Sghsat not ignore our petition for mercy. 

easily proved to our rescuers that our 
was not fMmaginary. . The officer 
placed the woman and her husband under 
arrest and also took along with him two old 
men who had helped us*to communicate 
with the Lutheran minister who testified to 
the truth of our serious complaint against 
the proprietor of the place.

Napo- 
leon was 46 years old when he came to St. 


Helena, and for the previous dozen years | 


he had seen all Europe at his feet, with the 
exception of Great Britain. And now he Was 
consigned to spend the rest of his days 35

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SPRAY APRICOTS AND PEACHES | 


AT ONCE FOR THE BUD BLIGHT. 


UD blight of the peach and apricot con- 
B tinues to exact its annual toll from the 

California fruit grower in spite of the 
fact that extensive researches a number of 
years ago definitely proved that it can. be 
very effectively control! by a suitable 
spraying programme. This last season it 
Was especially prevalent and did damage 
amounting to thousands of dollars. Al- 
ready it is showing up in severe manifesta- 
tion In many sections, seriously jeopardiz- 
ing crop prospects for next season. 


*Bud blight of the apricot and peach Is 
a fungus disease caused by a microscopic 
Plant known as the Coryneum beyerinkil, 
Years ago, before this disease was under- 
stood, it enormous losses im the 
foothill. sections of Placer and Widorado 
and threatened for a time to com- 
ely wipe out the peach and apricot or- 
chards of those counties. Through the ef- 
forts of the division of plant pathology of 
the University of California, however, a 
very oxhaustive investigation was madd 
and thoroughly satisfactory control meas- 
ures worked out which have proven the 
salvation of the peach and apricot indus- 
try of California, After their bitter expe- 
rience in past years no up-to-date Placer 
county or Eldorado county peach or apri- 
cot grower would now think of neglecting 
_to spray for bud blight. 


Bud blight is characterized by the dying 
of the buds during the early winter as well 
as by the appearance of dead spots else- 
where on the newer growth. During the 
later winter and spring these spots exude 
a jelly-like gum in large amounts. In sea- 
sons of extremely light rainfall bud blight 
is frequently mistaken for drought injury 
and, on account of not being properly diag-

sdvantage. 


MORE MILL FEEDS 
_ARE IN PROSPECT. 


. With the return of all-wheat bread to 
American tables following the relaxation of 
substitute regulations, farniers of the coun- 
try may expect a somewhat increased sup- 


ply of mill feeds, according to the United 
States Food Administration. The amount 
will be further enlarged by the recently 


increased purchase of flour by the Food Ad-| ,, 


ministration Grain Corporation for export. 
Export of flour rather than wheat is now 
possible because of increased ocean tonnage 
available since the signing of the armistice. 

A third factor which ig expected to in- 
crease supplies of mill feeds is the cancel 
lation of the so-called “milling extraction 
which, as a war-time measure, di- 
verted into flour a considerable proportion 
of the wheat berry ordinarily used for feed. 

All of these developments combined are 
expected to increase the mill feed output 
fully a fifth, and this extra feed should be 
available about the end of December. In 
presenting these facts the Food Administra- 
tion warns against excessive optimism over 
the situation, since there will be a con- 
tinued shortage of mill feed compared with 
pre-war years. The price of these feeds 
is being maintained by regulation at an ar 
tificially low level, which obviously stimvu- 
lates an abnormal demand. 

Briefly, m mil] feeds are in prospect 
available about the Christ- 
mas holidays but the supply will be short 
of demand and continued conservation is 
necessary. 


OVERHAUL MACHINERY. 


The time for overhauling farming ma- 
chines is whenever they happen to be inac- 
tive. If put off until needed, delay incident 
to getting repair parts promptly, press of 
ether work, and the hazy recollection of the 
past season’s difficulties may hinder the ef- 
ficient prosecution of this work. At the end 
of a season’s work it is well to make out 
a schedule of needed repairs and adjust- 
ments so that when opportunity arises the 
work may be taken up and prosecuted ex- 
peditiously. Farm machines represent capi- 
tal invested. They should be housed prop- 
erly and not left in a fence corner or other 
out of the way place for wooden parf® to 
rot and metal parts to rust.

HIGH AVERAGE FOR

from the wagons and no warning is given 
as to when they will be collected. At least 
twice a month milk is taken from every 
_ dairyman and these samples are tested for 

bacteria] content, per cent. fat and per 
cent. selids not fat in the laboratoriés of 
the department.

| THE AVOCADO AS A 


ORCHARD FRUIT IN CALIFORNIA. 


COMMERCIAL

N S A HOME garden fruit and dooryard te the market at a price so low to the con- 


tree the avocado has thoroughly 

demonstrated its success. But. there 
are many who still hesitate to accept it as a 
commercial orchard possibility. While he 
cannot bring himself to view the future 
prospects of this fruit im the roseate hue 
with which they are surrounded by many 
avocado enthusiasts, the writer nevertheless 
does believe that the avocado is destined to 
take its place among the profitable orcha 
fruits of California. 

It hag been the. case in the history of the 
development of practically every fruit indus- 
try in this State that in the early days many 
mistakes were made. As a general thing 
the industry started off with a burst of en- 
thusiasm in which many untried varieties 


soon as-these plantings had demonstrated 
thelr failure the enthusiasm ebanged to 
pessimism and there was a slump in the 
industry. Nevertheless, sooner or later, sult- 
able varieties began to appear and as more 
was learned concerning the conditions nec- 
essary for success, the industry gradually 
regained a rational basis and ultimately was 
established upon a solid foundation. Such

The avocado industry is to be congratu- 
lated on the remarkably small amount of 
haphazard planting which has been done, 
One reason no doubt has been the difficulty 
in obtaining trees, # well as several decic- 
edly unpropitious sessons which occurred 
in near succe#sion and were calculated to 
make avocado planters cautious in settings 
out trees. Had the propagation of avotado 
trees been relatively. easy, maxing trees 
comparatively cheap, and had the freeze of 
1912-13 and the heat wave of 1917 not oc- 
curred there ig little doubt but that many 
thousands of trees would have been planted | 
which would have ultimately proved un- 
Nevertheless it is to the credit 
of the industry that at the very beginning 
efforts were made to develop it on a rational 
basis, which has no doubt contributed mark«.
